CAMS  TO  VICTOBIA 
TTlfl  TBif  IMP  fflliTVt  Tony  on  his 
way  to  Victoria  from  Taccnna,  and 
he  arrived  here  on  April  1.  in  May 
he  had  established  a  shoe  shining 
parlor  at  the  corner  of  Fori  and 
Government  Streets.  wheVe,  he  says, 
he  made  $75  a  month,  which  did  not 
allow  him  sufHtient  to  pay  his  rent. 
Happily  he  recalls  how  the  owner  of 
the  block  did  not  require  him  to  pay 
rent  for  his  ^hop,  slnoe  bJa  btisln^ 
was  not  Ivge  enough. 

Juna  1  of  the  same  year  found 
him  in  a  shc^  at  the  corner  of 
Yates  and  Oovemment  Street 
the  present  site  of  the  Imperial 
Bank,  Here  basine.sjs  began  to 
boom,  and  Tony  realized  a  profit  of 
from  $55  to  $80  a  week.  This 
prompted  him  to  take  up  a  stand  in 
the  Horseshoe  Saloon  at  Trounce 
Alley  and  Oovemment  Street,  after 
which  his  business  expanded  stead- 
ily until  he  managed  seven  shoe 
.shining  parlors  In  the  city. 

In  1904  he  opened  another  shop 
on  Trounce  Alley,  where  he  worked 
himself.  ThLs  was  situated  next  to 
he  present  site  of  W.  St  J.  Wilson, 
and  it  was  here  that  men  of  all 
creeds  gathered  to  hear  thC  tales 
that  Tony  had  to  tell. 

SUFFERS  ILL  HEALTH 
After  operating  here  for  twenty 
three  ycar.s,  Tony  suffered  a  nervous 
breakdown  In  1927,  and  was  con- 
flned  to  his  home  at  1154  Johnson 
Street  for  five  yeara,  during  which 
tlma  he  has  been  forced  to  watch 
his  mall  fortune,  which  was  prac- 
tically fully  invested  in  property 
holdings,  dwindle  away. 

He  has  no  regrets,  however,  and 
says  that  he  feeLs  "as  fine  as  any 
man  in  Briti.sh  Columbia,"  despite 
the  fact  that  he  works  from  4 
o'clock  in  the  morning  until  10 
o'clock  at  night,  and  constantly 
maintains  the  happy  smile  with 
which  he  has  won  his  way  io  the 
hearts  of  local  biuslne?s  men.

the  raeutt  of  the  deliberations  may 
maric  the  tnmfng  ixunt  in  economic 
history,  was  the  opinion  expressed 
by  Professor  K  H  Soward.  head  of 
the  history  department  of  the  Uni- 
versitv  (  f  Urithsh  Columbia.  In  an 
ftl'l^  '  to  the  members  of  the 
Victoria  Kiwanls  Club  yesterday. 

Although  Professor  Soward's  ad- 
<iress  was  to  have  been  on  the  Lau- 
sanne Conference  .solely,  his  fund  of 
knowledge  of  international  history 
led  hull  into  di.'.M-  ,  hannels.  and 
the  result  was  a  e  summary 

of  economic  events  afleeting  the 
whole  world  from  the  etoee  ef  the 
Great  War  untU  the  conference  at 
lAusanne.    Hie  importance  of  the 
tatter  was  emi^aslzed  by  Professor 
Boward  and  Its  benefits  to  nations, 
he  said,  will  be  known  when  the  full 
and  complete  report  of  the  confer- 
enee  is  available  to  the  public. 
GROWING  DISTRUST 
The  growing  distrust  by  the  world 
of  the  possibility  of  pfa<e  throunh 
International  conferences  was  defi- 
nitely dispelled   by   the  Lausanne 
Conlerpnce,  and  there  was  instead, 
the  creation  of  a  better  feeling  be- 
tween the  nations  Involvad  In  the 
discussion  than  would  have  been 
possible  under  the  old  system  of  in- 
dividual diplomacy.  Professor  So- 
ward believed. 

Oolag  back  to  the  question  of 
reparations  as  set  out  in  the  peace 
treaty.  Professor  Soward  touched 
won  the  many  and  varied  efforts 

that  had  been  made  by  Interna- 
tional negotiations  to  settle  the 
vexed  problem  of  reparations  and 
allied  war  debts  through  the  dlffl- 
cultles  experienced  by  debtor  na-  | 
tions  in  making  payments  de- 
manded by  the  treaty.  In  all  of 
these  negotiations  there  was  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  distrust,  and  tMs 
feeling  of  distrust  culminated  In  the 
occupation  of  the  Ruhr  as  agahist 
Owmany.  This  and  other  compli- 
cations were  responsible  for  the 
collapse  of  German  .  i-.  tn  v 

DEBT  CANCELLATION 

The  queetlOB  of  canoellatlon  of 
war  debts  waa  attracting  the  at- , 

tention  of  all  nations,  but  there ' 
were  many  difflcultles  in  the  p.TUi| 
of  the  negotiat'.on.s,  due  to  the  de- I 
termination  <  f  or."  or  more  nations  j 
to  wholly  refuse  to  consider  such 
a  policy.  This  has  produced  a 
number  of  complications  that  Will 
be  exceedingly  difflcult  to  set  aside, 
and  it  may  be  that  a  compromise 
win  be  effeeted  in  the  form  of  a 
postponement  of  debts  until  some 
Improvement  la  world  conditions  is 
noted  In  thl.s  re.spect.  Professor 
Soward  stated,  that  if  the  nations 
were  to  agree  to  a  [X)licy  of  reduc- 
tion of  armaaienta,  it  may  make  it 
easier  for  the  natioaa  to  protieed 
with  the  oanfoUation  or  poatoone- 
mentpoUey.  Xh  this,  he  said,  there 
was  need  for  greater  lateraatloaal 
oo-operation. 

The  speaker  believed  that  the 
cancellation  of  war  debts  would  be 
a  good  thing  for  everyone.  Be  also 
stressed  the  greatest  need  at  pres- 
ent, and  in  the  future,  of  a  fraer 
trade  between  nations.  He  de- 
■eHbed  tarlllk  as  suicidal  to  inter- 
national trade,  which  was  one  of 
the  main  reasons  for  the  breakdown 
of  foreign  currency. 

Profe.s.sor  Soward  was  introduced 
by  W.  Ellis  Brown,  president  of  Ki- 
wanls. and  the  vote  of  thanks  was 
moved  by  B.  c.  Nicholas.  During 
the  luncheon,  Mrs.  T.  R  Bowden 
save  two  solos  and  waa 
panied  by  Leonard  Acres.

The  reslKiiatlon  of  Sir  Henry  Th^ 
Prealdent  of  the  Canadian  National  Xftllwajn 
comes  as  no  snrprtae.  It  Is  nnqnestionably  the 
outcome  of  the  policies  he  pursued  In  the  con- 
duct of  that  system,  policies  which  have  heavUy 
Increased  its  burden  of  capital  IndebtadBMi,  and 
of  a  character  which  unhappily  showed  a  lack 
of  Tlslon  aflectlng  conditions.  Morooveir,  be  mis- 
took the  aims  of  the  national  road  which 
were  to  be  for  development  and  ecrmomlc  pur- 
poses, and  not  that  it  should  be  geared  up  as  a 
compeUtlve  system,  a  procMS  in  which  It  has 
inflicted  hmff  dafletti  Which  the  taipasrvn  bave 
to  meet. 

Sir  Henry  has  resigned  In  adrance  of  ttie  re- 
port of  the  Transportation  Commi.'irfon  It  may 
well  be  believed  that  he  has  anticipated  a  situ- 
ation In  which  he  would  have  had  dUncnlty  in 
carrying  on  the  duties  that  would  have  fallen  to 
his  lot.  By  that  we  mean  that  the  report  of  the 
Commission  is  bound  to  reflect  on  the  extrava- 
gances of  the  Canadian  National  system  under 
Sir  Henry's  guidance,  and  these,  in  his  future 
course  of  action,  however  devised,  would  have 
proved  a  handicap  to  efficient  management.  The 
railway  will  function  under  the  temporary  presi- 
dency of  Mr.  8.

Moreover, 
he  will  submit  to  questions  regarding  what  has 
been  discussed,  and  possibly  as  regards  the  atti- 
tude of  thp  delegates  from  various  partes  of  the 
Empire.  Dr.  Manion  will  be  one  of  Canada's 
delegates  to  the  Conference,  so  that  he  will  be  in- 
formed of  everything  that  is  happening.  His 
choice  as  liaison  officer,  in  addition  to  his  other 
duties,  imposes  a  heavy  burden  on  him.  The 
choice,  however,  is  a  wise  one.  Dr.  Manion  is 
endowed  with  patience  that  covers  a  wide  range, 
and  tact  wholly  sufficient  to  meet  a  situation  in 
which  he  Is  likely  to  have  to  mbmlt  to  a  bamge 
of  quefttOQs'  each  day.

PIN  ANCIBBS  AND  GOLD 

The  economic  pundits,  monetary  thaoriita  and 
currency  curators  have  been  iuffuslng  the  world 

with  panaceas  for  the  present  depression,  and 
proposing  revolutions  in  the  medium  of  exchange 
that  has  prevailed  In  the  paat.  There  are  the 
Inflationists,  the  bimetalllsts,  the  financial  witch- 
doctors and  countless  others  who  have  rushed 
Into  tflseuselfMis  about  which  only  a  handful  of 

men  in  the  world  are  really  well  informed.  The 
practical  financiers,  those  who  have  worked  at 
the  profession;  those  who  safeguard  the  credit 
upon  which  any  monetary  system  revolves,  have 
not  been  Influenced  by  the  plethora  of  mixed 
opinion  that  has  been  hurled  at  their  heada  It 
is  facts  not  theories  with  which  they  are  ccm- 
fronted,  and  the  coiisensus  of  opinion  among 
those  who  have  the  conduct  of  financial  affairs 
in  their  hands  Is  that  when  the  first  favorable 
opportunity  presents  Itself  the  world  should  re- 
turn to  the  gold  standard. 

Britain  officially  is  determined  to  resume  the 
gold  standard  when  conditions  are  ripe.  This 
decision  is  .sustained  by  the  declaration  of  Mr. 
Montague  Norman,  Governor  of  the  Bank  of 
England,  who  has  signed  a  statement  to  this  ef- 
fect on  behalf  of  the  Bank  of  International  Set 
tlements.  This  decision  is  subscribed  to  by  the 
representatives  of  Sweden  and  Japan.  The  Basel 
resolution  says.  "It  believes  It  is  desirable  to  pre- 
pare steps  for  adopting  all  measures  necessary 
for  re-establlshment  of  the  operation  of  the  gold 
standard."  The  Issue  in  the  minds  of  practical 
nnanclers  Is  not  that  of  abandoning  the  gold 
standard,  or  of  retaining  It,  but  of  getting  back 
to  it.  The  Basel  resolution,  which  discusses  no 
alternative,  is  sufficient  Indlcatlmi  of  expert 
opinion.  It  says  that  gold  remain.s,  "the  mone- 
tary mechanism  which  bc'^t  meets  stability  and 
security  because  It  Is  the  most  appropriate  to 
assure  free  movement  of  world  commwrce  and 
international  flnance  operations."

Nicholas  Murray  Butler,  president  of  OolumWa  Um- 

ver.siiy  and  a  prominent  Republican,  publicly  declared 
that  If  ihe  Democratic  National  Convention  adopted 
H  .sinuKhtforwarcl  plank  declaring  for  repeal  of  the 
Flk;liternth  Ainendnirnl.  it  would  bring  lo  the  Demo- 
cratic Party  ti.OOO.OOO  votes  of  Republicaius.  Dr.  Bulicr 
wa.s  speaking,  of  course,  out  of  his  own  zeal  for  repeal, 
and  could  liave  no  actual  knowledge  of  how  the 
Republicans  will  vote.  Six  millions  is  an  imprps.sive 
number,  but  undoubtedly  many  Republicans  will 
prefer  the  Democratic  repeal  plank  because  it  is  more 
definite  and  heoest  than  that  of  the  Republicans, 
and  it  may  not  be  an  unrsasonshle  estimate  of  the 
a.o.P.  deserters  on  ths  prohibition  Issucv-liontreal 
Oasetle.

A  few  years  &fo  we  were  railway 
bulldlnc  mad.  next  we  became  wheat 
farming  mad,  then  paper  mill 
building  mad,  highway  building 
mad,  and  after  all  of  these  costly 
mistakes  and  disappointing  exper- 
iences, entailing  the  loss  of  hun- 
dreds of  millions  of  dollars  of  the 
people's*  money,  imd  the  piling  up 
of  an  enormous  debt,  we  are  now 
asked  to  shoulder  this  stupendous 
burden  for  the  purpose  of  still  fur- 
ther Increasing  our  power  and 
transportation  facilities,  of  which 
we  already  iiave  a  surplus. 

The  addition  of  this  enormous 
amount-  of  power  In  the  United 
States  would  do  away  with  Uie 
necessity  of  any  industries  from  that 
country  looking  to  Canada,  as  in  the 
past,  for  locations  adjacent  to  low 
cost  water  power,  as  they  would 
have  ample  power  In  their  own 
country.  It  would  also  assist  an 
already  too  wealthy  country  in 
building  up  industries,  towns  and 
cities  along  our  borders,  increasing 
a  oompetltton  that  is  even  now  far 
too'  keen. 

^^^c  suggestion  that  this  develop- 
ment should  be  paid  for  on  a  50-60 
basts  is.  of  course,  also  ridiculous, 
as  the  United  States,  with  her  120,- 
000.000  people  clamoring  for  dieap 
power,  would  derive  twelve  times  the 
advantage  that  Canada  would  with 
her  10.000.000  population,  even  pro- 
vided we  did  not  tUready  have  a 
surplus  at  power  ani  traaiiMrta- 
tlon. 

With  this  Isrge  additional  amount 
of  power  that  would  be  thrown  on 
the  market,  on  the  Canadian  side, 
our  hydro  companle.s  would  be  in 
exactly  the  same  plight  that  the 
pulp  and  paper  and  lumber  indus- 
tries are  today:  namely,  swamped 
from  overproduction.  As  for  in- 
Increased  transportation  facilities, 
one  of  the  major  ills  from  which  we 
are  already  suffering  Is  that  we  are 
overtransportatlonlaed.  having  too 
many  waterways,  too  many  railways 
and  too  many  highways. 

Another  serious  plia.>^  to  be  con- 
sidered is  the  fact  that  for  every 
dam  erected  across  a  river,  the 
amount  of  water  that  flows  below 
the  dam  Is  Issssnsd  through  the 
extra    evaporation    and  seepage.

DEMAND  CUT  IN 
SCHOOL  COSTS 


Resehition  Adopted  at  Meeting  of 
Ratepayers'  Aasoeiatlon  Calls 


The  Victoria  Ratepaym'  Asso- 
ciation, at  its  public  meeting  last 
evening,  adopted  a  resolution  call- 
ing for  radical  action  In  reducing 
the  cost  of  education.  HiIs  reeolu- 
tlon  read  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  cost  of  education 
throughout  the  province  should  be 
Immediately  reduced  by  at  leaflt  50 
per  cent.  * 

"1.  That  In  the  opinion  of  this 
meeting  the  responsibility  for  pro- 
viding education  Is  that  of  the 
province,  and  thr  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment should  assume  such  re- 
sponsibility and  relieve  the  atinlc- 
if)alltle.s  therefrom. 

"3.  That  the  cost  of  education 
should  be  removed  from  the  land, 
and  the  same  provided  for  by  a 
special  educational  tax  to  be  levied 
generally,  ao  that  the  burden  of 
such  taxation  shall  be  more  equi- 
tably distributed." 

ATTACKS  SYSTEM 
The  resolution  was  moved  by  W. 
Warner,  who  said  that  he  was 
not  attaddng  the  school  trustees, 
but  rather  the  system.  He  proposed 
to  cut  the  high  schools  off  the  free 
list.  A  free  elementary  education 
up  to  fifteen  years  was  all  that  was 
y.    Out  of  a  total  cost  of 


$10,051,000  for  .schools  In  the  prov- 
ince in  one  year,  the  high  schools 
cost  $2,000,000.  People  had ,  gdt 
swoUen  heads,  hs  said,  hi  the  mat- 
ter of  e^ueattan.  Jusi  as  in  other 

things. 

"If  a  man  can  read,  write  and 
cipher,  what  more  do*!,  he  want?" 
asked  E.  B.  Andro*  in  seconding  the 
resolution.  "I  had  no  eduoaUon," 
he  eonttatued.  **Z  had  to  go  to  work.

bUPPORTS  PROPOSAL 
John  Olbbs.  of  Dtmcan.  support- 
ing the  resolution,  pointed  out  as 
president  of  the  Cowiclian  Cream- 
ery that  fanners,  who  three  years 
a«o  were  getting  forty-five  cents 
per  pound  for  butterfat,  were  now 
getting  only  eighteen  cents.  P^y- 
five  per  cent  of  the  taxes  paid  by 
the  farmera  was  paid  for  edSeattosi. 

C.  R.  Drayton,  also  of  Dunean, 
advocated  balancing  the  budget  in 
an  educational  way.  If  necessary, 
cut  down  BHce  than  half  the  cost 
he  urged.
